Mr. Knouse is the second prom i­ 
nent republican in th e upper end of 
A dam s county holding executive posi­ 
tions in the present cam paign to re­ 
tire from republican p arty activities 
because of inability to conscientiously 
support Mr. Vare. 
Miss Reba A dam s. P f Peach Glen, 
elected vice chairm an in the republi­ 
can prim ary, resigned some weeks ago 
for th e sam e reason, she announced 
at the tim e. 
The nam e of M. E. Knouse was pub­ 
licly announced by G. H arry R< fh, re­ 
publican county chairm an, as a m em­ 
ber of the county executive com m ittee 
when he appointed th e new com m it­ 
tee three weeks ago, following a m eet­ 
ing at the court house.

Cathode 
Ray 
Disintegrates 
Mouse; Control Must Now 
be Discovered. 


Chicago, Oct. 20.—Discovery by Dr. 
W. D. Coolidge, a General Electric 
Company expert, of a method for tak­ 
ing from an X-ray tube another ray, 
the strongest known to scientists and 
called the Cathode ray, was announced 
yesterday by Dr. A. T. Tyler, Omaha, 
at a meeting of the American College 
of Physical Therapy. 
Research laboratories now m ust at­ 
tempt to find means of controlling 
this new power and making it sub­ 
servient to medical science, Dr. Tyler 
said. 
Dr. Tyler, a form er president of the 
Radiological Society of America, ex­ 
plained that the discovery would place 
the more powerful rays in this rank. 
Cathode ray, JJrst; Millikan ray, 
second; X-ray, thH^. 
“The Cathode ray is so powerful 
that, turned on a mouse for h frac­ 
tion of a second, it causes the body 
to fall apart, although it does art 
seem to char the body,” Dr. Tyle^ 
said. 
He explained that the Milli­ 
kan, discovered by Dr. R. A. Millikan 
when he was professor of physics at 
the University of Chicago, had not 
been controlled. .. 
He said Dr. Coolidge had made his 
discovery in connection wit^ his inven- 
tion of the X-rav tube. 
He 
had 
found the new ray within the tube, 
and long had been engaged in trying 
to separate it from the X-ray tube, 
which he accomplished.

Railroads Give “Spacial Rates’* 
to Rumanian Sovereign and 
Entourage. It Is Learned. 


(Bv Associated Press.) 
Washington, 
Oct. 
20.—Q u e e n 
Marie’s sudden refusal to go to Cali­ 
fornia which has been coupled with 
the decision of the Southern Pacific 
railroad to require her to pay her way 
in any such trip has led to numerous 
inquiries here as to the legal status 
of the arrangement she

with other railroads. 
It was explained today that these 
concessions were secured in a legal 
way although it took a special order 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion to accomplish it.
